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THE SENATE AND FOBBIGN AFFAIES 


After the election and before President 


Harding was inaugurated, a distinguished 
senator from Pennsylvania, one Boise Pen- 
rose, declared in an interview that it 
\vould make no difference who was select- 
ed for secretary of state, the foreign poli- 
cies of the government would be directed 
by the foreign relations committee of the 
senate. This frank ultimatum seemed to 
have the approval of Mr- Lodge and oth- 
ers of that powerful group in the senate 
which dominate its proceedings. 


Furthermore, one of the principal in- 


dictments of President Wilson was that 
hp chose to carry out his constitutional 
right of formulating foreign policies with- 
out consulting the senate. That was one 
of the grounds on which he was denounced 
as an autocrat and a tyrant. It is there- 
fore somewhat novel to observe that there 
has been no change in this policy with the 
new administration. When the govern- 
ment took its stand on the Yap mandate, 
•uhcu it rejected the overtures of soviet 
Russia for a resumption of trade, when it 
got behind the Colombian treaty, the ra- 
tification of which had been successfully 
frustrated for so many years by the very 
group in the senate that tad challenged 
executive direction of foreign 
affairs, 


when it rejected Germany's request for 
mediation in the reparations controversy, 
the decisions were made in the White 
house by and between the president and 
iis secretary of state. 


Take the reparations diplomacy in par- 


ticular, which is now before the public. 
Each step in this matter has b<?en handled 
by President Harding and Secretary 
Hughes, on their own responsibility. The 
first reply to Germany was made within 
a few hours after the receipt of her note. 
They did not take counsel with the foreign 
relations committee of the senate, much 
less did they seek the advice of the senate 
as a body. What would have happened in 
llthis situation, which required not only tact 
but, resolution, what would have happened 
•in the exchanges with Japan, had the 
questions been thrown into the senate for 
consideration and debate, may well be left 
1o the imagination. We would have no 


. foreign policy if even the foreign rela- 


tions committee had to pass on such mat- 
ters. Foreign affairs would be in a hope- 
less jumble. 


Strange to say we hear no protest from 


the senate, not even a word from Senator 
Penrose. The senate meekly bows to the 
prerogatives of the president which it was 


KO bent upon taking away from his prede- 
cessor. Perhaps in time it may even recog- 
nize his constitutional right to initiate a 
treaty. All of which shows that circum- 
stances alter cases. What was heterodox 
during the Wilson administration sudden- 
ly becomes orthodox under a change in ad- 
ministration. The president and secretary 
of state are of course right, just as they 
•were right when Mr. Wilson was in the 
|White house. The senate was wrong. It 
and not the president sought to usurp the 
powers of another fixed by the constitu- 
tion. Leadership and policy in foreign 
affairs must come from the president, oth- 
erwise there would be neither. Mr. Pen- 
rose, if he lives long enough, will himself 
come to see this. 


has dragged through the courts for near- 
ly two years and Townley should now go 
to jail and serve his time. 


A great deal was at stake in this prose- 


cution. The principle of Americanism in 
its most vital aspect was involved. Mr.

" ty prevailed, had it accomplished its pur- 
pose of defeating the success of American 
arms, there would be a different story to 
tell of the World war and the status of 
civilization- 


There has been an attempt to create 


sympathy for the men who conspired and 
worked against the government when it 
was engaged in war, but it is all false 
sentiment and as dangerous to our insti- 
tutions as the practices of the men it 
sought to protect. Only determined public 
officials, realizing their responsibilities to 
the nation, have won this fight for gov- 
ernment and loyal Americanism. They 
are entitled to the tlianks of the people 
for their upstanding-course.

Elderly folk may get along very well with 
short sleep rations, for they have little repair work 
and no building at all to speak of, whereas a kid is 
busy all night long repairing the day's wear and 
tear and building for the morrow, especially a live 
kid. a regular kid like that hypothetical or make- 
believe kid of mine. The kid whose parents make 
him toddle off to bed soon after dark is lucky; and 
the kid whose parents are not particular about that 
is getting a bad deal, though he may not know it 
now. 


All these things T want my kid to do, but I don't 


think there would be much trouble teaching him 
to do such things if he knew how to bite well and 
had the., necessary equipment for good biting.

have no' more love for dentists than any real kid 
has. but I believe that sound teeth have a great 
deal to do with the development of a sound body, 
and so I say to every kid: 


Eat the things that will keep your teeth as strong

A Rural Sport 


Horseshoe pitching had its origin to 


a thousand little crossroad 
towns, 


where, on summer evenings, well-fed 
farmer gather under the tree in front 
of the blacksmith shop. For the most 
part they sit and smoke and talk. 
They are 
not restless men. 
They 


never play tennis or golf or anything 
else strenuous, because they get plenty 
of exercise pitching hay and digging 
potatoes. 
But now and again 
the 


spirit of play strikes them in a mild 
and friendly form. Old horseshoes are 
lying all about. Two pegs are driven 
into the ground, and soon a game is 
in progress. ,It is a good natured, 
easy going game. Contested points are 
decided finally by an umpire armed 
with a straw. Thero is no hard feel- 
ing, no perspiration, 
no excitement. 


It is the typical sport 
of a well-fed, 


easy-going, complacent folk. You can 
imagine a man with 
revolutionary 


thoughts in his head playing a fiery 
game of tennis, hvit you cannot imag- 
ine him playing quoits. 
fact, a gamo calculated 
any man who is leading 


It is not, in 
to appeal to 
an exciting 


life, whether its excitements are chief- 
ly Intellectual or chiefly physical. Its 
pleasing but monotonous movements 
and mild crises are diverting only by 
contrast with daily tasks 
even more 


monotonous. It belongs in the same 
chool of things with the old swim- 
ming hole, the 
country fair, 
the 


church sociable. It traces its ancestry 
oven farther back to the days of husk- 
ing bees and quilting1 frolics. It is as- 
sociated with the smell of wet black 
earth and growing corn, with the long 
still country evenings when frogs and 
crickets sing, with simple tasks and 
neighborly 
feelings, 
with a 
fried 


chicken dinner on Sunday and a good 
soothing sermon, and a long nap in 
the hammock on the front porch. It 
belongs to the good old American 
school of philosophy which holds that 
God is in his heaven and all in right 
with the world, that civilization began 


after the revolutionary ww, that ev- 
ery Amorcan boy baa a chance to be 
President if he will Just lie on his 
jelly in front of the fire and study as 
lard as Abe Lincoln did. 


Such is the environment that pro- 


duced the game of horseshoes, and it 
still flourishes in what is left of that 
environment. 
You do not see it 


played much In New York or Chicago, 
or any other big city. It does not fit 
n with the subway rush and the roar 
of lower Broadway. Men and women 
who struggle with straining nerves for 
Ife and love and money, who shimmy 
n Jazz-racked cabarets and pack the 
.'ollles and the movies are not horse- 
shoe pitchers. They would vole horse- 
shoe pitching a deadly bore. Nor is it 
.n tune with the mental life of the 
new metropolitan America, 
which is 


so self-conscious and 
worried—the 


America that reads Main Street and 
patronizes British high-brow lectur- 
ers, and tries hard to guess what is go- 
ng on in Russia. Antebellum, horse- 
shoe pitching America had 
barely 


heard of Eussia, regarded Main Street 
as the best place this side of Heaven, 
and gave to all foreigners a rich and 
condescending pity. Can America be 
led back to the sweet and placid con- 
tentment, the beautiful faith and ig- 
norance of the early horseshoe pitch- 
ing days? 


Game of Quoito 


But it must be added that horseshoe 


pitching has, to a certain extent, kept 
up with the times. The 
game of 


quoits, properly so-called, is a sort of 
urbanized horeshoo pitching, in which 
iron rings, especially made for the pur- 
pose, are used. This is an inter- 
national game and has its tourna- 
ments and champions. 


Horseshoe pitching proper, 
as far 


as we can learn, is a purely American 
jame. Should you desire to take it 
up, in order to get your mind in tune 
with the .administration, we here give 
a brief summary of the rules as pro- 
mulgated by no less an authority 
than the ^Grand League of American 
horseshoe pitchers. It is decreed by 
this organization that tho pegs shall 
be 38 1-2 feet apart. Each of them 
must be 30 inches long and must pro- 
ject 9 inches above the ground, and 
the pegs should incline toward each 
other to the extent of one inch from 
the perpendicular. Yellow clay dug to 
the depth 
of six inches, 
and wet 


enough to prevent a shoe from slip- 


surround 


the peg on all sides. The pitcher's 
box includes all of the territory for 
three feet on either side of the pegs 
and six feet behind it. The shoes 
which are pitched must be not more 
than 7 1-4 inches long, 
6 3-4 inches 


wide and 3 1-2 inches between the heel 
caulks, and each shoe must weigh not 
more than two pounds 5 ounces. In 
a first class game, unless the shoe lies 
within six inches of the peg it does 
not count anything. The closest shoe 
counts one- point, and if both shoes 
are closer than either 
of tho op- 


ponent's shoes, it counts two points. 
A ringer counts five points if your 
shoe lands right 
side up and three 


points if it turns over. Of course, ax 
ringer does not count if your opponent 
knocks it off the peg. 


The friends of tho game claim that 


it is the friendliest 
contest possible. 


They say that men who play quoits 
tog-ether never have any serious dis- 
putes. They also say that the exercise 
it affords is excellent, 
especially for 


elderly men._ The bending to pick up 
the shoes is'especially salubrious. Jt 
can be played by all ages and both 
sexes, and anywhere that you can find 
fifty or sixty feet of level ground. At 
the same time, a high degree of skill 
is possible. 
If you can pitch a shoe 


weighing over two pounds and make 
it ring a stake nearly-forty feet away, 
you have good nerves and a good eye.

Flour Much Cheaper But 


Bread Price Is Unchanged 


No Reduction in Bread Until 


New Wheat Is on Market, 


Local Bakers Say. 


Local bakers anticipate making an- 


other cut in the iftce of bread, but 
not until the new crop of wheat Is on 
the market which will be within the 
next sixty or ninety days. The reason 
for the delay is because they are still 
using high priced flour purchased last 
year, they said. It is customary with 
practically all bakers to 
purchase 


their year's supply of flour in the fall. 


Indications are that wheat and flour 


will be very cheap the coming year. 
"Reports from Kansas, Oklahoma and 
two other southwestern states that I 
do not now recall," said Miss Marie 
Ziegenhagen »of Willy Co., millers, 
"is to the effect the wheat acreage in 
those states is one and one-half mil- 
lion acres greater than it ever was 
before and that the crop never looked 
more promising." 


By way of a comparison of prices, 


Miss Ziegenhagen said that a. year ago 
today her company was retailing flour 
at $15.60 per barrel, while today it is 
selling it at $9.80. The company was 
paying $3.50 per bushel for wheat a 
year ago, while today it is paying 
?1.20. 


Miss Ziegenhagen was asked how 


she accounted for the wide difference 
between the price of flour and price 
of wheat and said that was governed 
by the demand for bran and middlings, 
byproducts of flour. 


"If there is a brisk demand for 


these," Miss Ziegenhagen said, "flour 
always goes down in price, and if 
the demand is light it advances." 


Fight Marketing Bill 


Fox river valley bakers, including 


those of Appleton are strongly op- 
posed to the marketing bill before the 
legislature and are doing everything 
they can do to defeat it. Ambrose 
Pfefferle of the Elm Tree bakery and 
Erven Hoffman of the Puritan bakery 
ittended a meeting of Fox river val- 
ley bakers In Fond du Lac Wednesday 
which was held for the purpose of 
bringing greater pressure to be,ar on 
members of the legislature to accom- 
plish Its defeat. Mr. Pfefferle 
said 


nearly all bakers of Appleton arc tax- 
payers and that it was necessary for 
them to work against the passage of 


the bill In order to protect their 
property.

In speaking of the price of bread, 


Mr. Pfefferle said a year ago he sold 
a 16 ounce loaf for 11 cents and a 24 
ounce loef for 16 cents. The present 
price in 10 and 15 cents respectively. 
Those wishing a cheaper loaf usually 
purchase bread a day or two old on 
which there is always a considerable 
reduction. Mr. Pfefferle said he has 
also reduced 
the prices of cakes, 


cookies and pies in spite of the fact he 
has made no reduction in wages and 
still has to pay a high price for fuel. 
His fuel formerly coet him >5.50 per 
ton, while now he has to pay $17.50 
and it was still higher during the 
winter. 


A year ago Erven Hoffman 
of the 


Puritan bakery sold a 16 ounce loaf 
of bread at 12 cents and a 24 ounce 
loaf at 16 cents. His prices now are 
10 and 
15 cents respectively. 
Mr. 


Hoffman also made a reduction some 
time ago in the price of rolls, dough- 
nuts, cakes, etc. He stated that Ap- 
pleton bakers made a mistake in sell- 
ing bread so cheap during the time 
of high prices and his statement was 
borne"out by Mr. Pfefferle. 


"Appleton bakers," he- said, "always 


sold their bread a cent or two lower 
than Milwaukee and Chicago bakers, 
never going above 16 cents a loaf. 
They were severely criticised by the 
bakers of the state in keeping their 
prices down, but did so in the belief 
they wero doing their share in keep- 
Ing down the high cost of living." 


Anton Stlngle, 96S College-ave., Is 


also selling- his bread at 10 and 15 
cents a loaf. A year ago his prices 
were 11 and 16 cents. A few months 
ago he made a. general reduction down 
his entire line with the exception of 
rolls.
